When such men as E. L. Cloer and Cyrille Faure homesteaded 
land in what is now Hope district, back in the 1870’s, the name of

prospects for dry farming and grazing, with considerable hope thrown 


in. Now this area, and adjacent 


areas, are developing perhaps the 


richest agricultural land in the world. The following article is the 


first in a series dealing with the 


great agricultural development in 


the southeastern Tulare county area.

Consumer preference for grain fed beef over the grass finished 
variety has caused one of the biggest booms in the cattle feeding in- 


dustry in the history of our nation. 


Possibly demand for the better 


grades is a direct result of the consumers’ pent-up craving—stimulat- 
ed by meat rationing during the war years. 


Even now, ‘some 10 years after 
the signing of the armistice, de- 
mand at times exceeds the supply, 
and this, even though the number 
of commercial feed-lots have in- 
creased a hundredfold since the 
end of rationing and a return to 
peace-time production. 

Not only have their numbers in- 
creased, but also the carrying ca- 
pacities of the individual yards. 
Today, we find operations with ac- 
commodations for 30 to 40 thou- 
sand head of stock, and yards 


with two to three thousand capa-

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|Poultry Trends 
' Vary During Year 


Aggregate of cash receipts for 
1954 marketings of livestock and 
poultry, and their products, in 
California during 1954, was about 
seven per cent less than the pre- 
vious year, according to a report 
released this week and prepared 
by George A. Scott and George N. 
Tucker Jr., of the California Crop 
and Livestock Reporting service. 

Increased returns for sales of 
cattle, calves, sheep and lambs 
were more than offset by substan- 
tially smaller returns from sale of 
milk and cream, and all types of 
poultry and eggs. 


Decreases were due’ to substan- 
tial price declines that outweighed 
increased production of these com- 
modities. 

During 1954, inventories of cat- 
tle and calves on California ranch- 
es increased by seven per cent toa 
level of 3,583,000 head. Record 
inshipments of stockers and feed- 
ers and a record calf crop expand- 
ed inventories to a point 30 per 
cent above the January, 1950 num- 
ber. 

Feedlot operations continued to 
expand ang cattle in feedlots on 
January 1, 1955, set a record at 
467,000 head. Over a _ million 
head of cattle and calves were fin- 
ished in feedlots during the year. 

The number of stock sheep in 
California remained steady during 
the year, but a significant change 
occurred in the composition. The 
number of ewe lambs on hand at 
the beginning of the year (1955) 
was more than 30 per cent above 
that of a year earlier. Winter

fice, will be identification of the spotted alfalfa aphid, areas of infes- 
tation in Tulare county, when a field should be treated, types and 
amount of materials to use, and other factors of importance to grow- 


ers of alfalfa.

farm advisor in 
tension service alfalfa program, 


and Ed Swift, University of Cali- 


fornia entomologist, will be in 
charge of the topics of discussion 
concerning the spotted alfalfa 


aphid. The Farm Advisor’s office 
urges all alfalfa grgowers to at- 
tend this meeting. 


The large acreage of alfalfa in 
Tulare county and the present 
threat by the spotted alfalfa aphid 
makes it most important that al- 
falfa growers become fully aware 
and acquainted with the recogni- 
tion and control of this alfalfa 
pest, it is stated. The spotted al- 
falfa aphid has caused serious 
damage to alfalfa in the Imperial 
valley and is now causing econ- 
omic damage to alfalfa production 
in Kern, Kings, Fresno, and Tu- 
lare counties in the San Joaquin 
valley. 


Inasmuch as entomologists do 


not know what to expect in the 
way of future damage and spread 
of the spotted alfalfa aphid in the 
San Joaquin valley, it now poses 
a serious threat to alfalfa produc- 
tion. For this reason all growers 


should have a full knowledge of its 
control.

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MORE TAXES — LESS TAXES 


No doubt the county of Tulare, and incorporated cities within the 
county, will soon be setting up machinery to levy a one per cent sales 
tax, as authorized in the last session of the state legislature. 

There is much to be said in favor of a sales tax, since it tends 
to spread the tax burden, often reaching people who benefit consider- 
ably from public enterprises of one kind or another, but who pay no 

But county supervisors, and city councilmen, should look upon 
sales tax revenue as a means of reducing property taxes, not as simply 
providing more funds for more government: 

One unfortunate aspect of taxation is that when tax money be- 
comes available, there are always men in public office who can find 
ways to spend it. And the more money available, the greater the plan 
for its spending. 

As the new sales tax develops, people of the counties and cities 
of California should let their elected officials know that this ‘“new”’ 
money is to be handled judiciously — that it is to be used, basically, 
in place of property tax money, not in addition to it. 

If this policy is not adopted by city and county officials, net re- 
sults from a one per cent sales tax will simply be more tax money 
spent for more elaborate, but non-essential, governmental functions. 

Which, in the final analysis, means more taxes for everyone, 
rather than equalized taxes and a broader base for taxation.

We Only Heard 


By BILL RODGERS 


WE GET rather tired of read- 
ing an almost constant stream of 
propaganda aimed at building the 
case for public power. Certainly 
there is a place for some public 
power /in the national scheme of 
things, but we can’t go along with 
the idea of many extremists that 
all power should be public power. 

TAKE THE highly publicized 
case of Hell’s canyon, for instance. 
Development of electric power 
there has been a source of bicker- 
ing for some time between advo- 
cates of public and private power. 
But if private investment through 
the Idaho Power Company is util- 
ized, the Hell’s canyon project will 
pay nearly $10,000,000 annually 
in taxes, or an estimated $487 mil- 
lion over the 50-year period of 
operation provided by law. And 


$400,000,000 in tax money ‘would | 


be saved -- thé cost of the project. 

WE CITE the Hell’s canyon 
project jbecause the arguments 
evolving around it are typical of 
most projects where the issue con- 
cerns public vs. private power. 

POINT THAT many persons 
overlook is 
companies cannot charge just any 
price. Here in California we ac- 
cepted the principle many years 
ago that certain monopoly types 
of industry needed some control 
by public agencies. . In the case of 
power, rates are established by the 
securities commission, after all 
facts are considered at public hear- 
ings.. And these rates are usually 
established on a basis of fairness 
to the public and to the company 
involved. 

AND PERHAPS some persons 
overlook the fact that a large gov- 
ernment operation invariably costs 
more money thdn a comparable 
private operation. The government 
has the advantage of covering up 
inefficiency by use of tax money 
and by fancy bookkeeping. We 
seriously doubt that when all fac- 
tors are considered, the people ever 
pay less for public power than 
they do for private power. In fact 
they consistently pay: more when 
all the tax angles are figured. 

COMPANIES OWNED and fi- 
nanced by stockholders, companies 
paying taxes, companies con- 
trolled, where necessary by public 
agencies and controlled by compe- 
tition where competition exists, 
are far superior to a system of 
government ownership in any 
field. 

CONCENTRATED GOVERN- 
MENT control of electric power 
would be disastrous to the nation, 
for it would put too much control 
in the hands of a governmental 
, bureau; it would put far too much 
influence into the hands of far 
too few people.

atic feed wagons which make the 
route twice daily emptying their 
feed into the feed bunkers as they 
travel. 

Where the yards differ* however, 
is in the type and quality of feed 
used.

that go into ‘their fattening ra- 
tion. But this much is known 
however, the base feed is ensilage, 
made from green chopped alfalfa. 
As far as is known, this is the first 
commercial operation to use silage. 


The freshly cut forage is stored 
in huge pit silos and allowed to 
“stew in its own juice until ready 
to be fed. Removal of the ensilage 
from the subterranean storage 
bins is accomplished by an ‘En- 
siloader’’ which loads the feed di- 
rectly into the automatic feed wa-

One of the outstand- 
ing features of the new machine is 
that it seals as it cuts, protecting 
the outer side of the silage from 
damage by weather, and preserv- 
ing its inner nutrients.

rigid policy with the Faure and 
Whelan yards. Tractors with 
manure handling equipment, fore 
and aft, continually police the 
grounds to reduce the incidence of 
disease and remove obnoxious 
odors. Special spraying equipment 
and. insecticides are employed to 
keep insects under control and to 
sanitize the pens before a new con- 
signment of cattle arrive. 


Consignors to the yards range 
from a single farmer with one 
steer; sent in to be fattened for 
home consumption, to cattlemen 
with hundreds of head of cattle 
who lack either the knack or the 
facilities for preparing their own 
stock to the exacting demands of 
the market. Another group which 
uses the commercial feed lots reg- 
jularly are the so-called ‘‘specula- 
tors’? who consign stock solely for 
investment purposes. Actually, 
the tagline is a misnomer, suggest- 
ing as it does, something ‘“‘sinister 
and foreboding’’, when in reality 
they are an ‘‘economic essential’’ 
and as necessary to the well being 
of agriculture as are the millions 
of shareholders who invest their 
savings in industrial stocks.
